ALT THREATENS 


TO QUIT COMMITTEE 
AT FENNING REARING 


Discouraged by Attitude 
of Some Judiciary 
Body Members. 


MOTHER OF FORMER 
WARD TELLS STORY 


says Her Fight to Regain 
Custody of Son Was Costly 
to Estate. 


Mrs. Eliza Lee, mother of three 
boys who served in the world war, 
told her story of the one for whom 
the armistice has not yet come be- 
fore the House judiciary subcom- 
mittee, hearing Commissioner Fen- 
ning’s case yesterday. 

It was of a boy, mentally and 
physically wounded in battle, who 
disappeared from his home after he 
had been back but a short while 
and who subsequently turned up as 
one of the commissioner’s wards. 
The mother’s long fight to regain 
custody of him was successful only 
a few days ago. In the meantime 
she has had to live here in Wash- 
ington at an expense to his estate, 
she testified. in order to be near 
him. 

Mrs. Lee’s story came at the end 
of the hearing during which Mr. 
Blanton, discouraged by the atti- 
tude of some members of the com- 
mittee, principally Representative 
Hersey, of Maine, threatened sev- 
eral times to withdraw. 

The commissioner’s chief counsel 
before the judiciary committee and 
W. W. Millna, attorney for Mr. 
Fenning in his bonding fee contest 
in the District Supreme Court, were 
attacked and defended in the House 
during the luncheon recess of the 
committee. 

Employes Testify. 

Frank Finotti and Mrs. Frank 
Finotti, former employes of St. 
Elizabeths hospital, who had been 
looked upon by Mr. Blanton as two 
of his strongest witnesses, devel- 
oped to be witnesses for Mr. Fen- 
ning. 

Efforts, in fact, had been made to 
discredit their expected testimony 
by the defense ever since the hear- 
ings, first before the House District 
subcommittee and now before the 
judiciary committee, began. Mr. 
Fenning had said in one of his de- 
fense statements that Finotti had 
applied to him at the District build- 
ing for a position and he had re- 
fused to give it to him, while a se- 
ries of witnesses from St. Eliza- 
beths had given unsolicited testi- 
mony that he had been discharged 
at the institution. 

Finotti, when called as the first 
witness yesterday, denied that Mr. 
Fenning had ever given him any 
money except in payment of his 
services as a notary. Frequently 
Mr. Fenning would let the notarial 
fees accumulate, he said, and pay 
him in bulk, but would always pay 
him in chock, some of ‘the checks 
covering his services at 26 cents a 
job in two or more papers concern- 
ing one ward. 

Gave Him Checks. 

It was the commissioner's cus- 
tom, too, he testified, to walk into 
his office—Finotti was formerly 
record clerk at the institution—and 
give him a stack of checks covering 
$25, $30 and the like allowances 
for his wards. Mr. Blanton de- 
veloped that these allowance checks 
should have gone to the disbursing

Warsaw, May 24 (By A. P.).— 
The Pilsudski government late to- 
day issued a statement declaring 
that the country demanded a funda- 
mental change in the constitution 
and that pending such reform the 
president of the republic must be 
given special dictatorial authoriza- 
tion. 

This declaration is considered in 
political circles as tantamount to 
announcement of a dictatorship. 

The statement also said that the 
ccuntry demanded dissolution of 
the Polish diet, which was to have 
met shortly to elect a president to 
succeed former President Wojciech- 
owski. M. Rataj is now provisional 
president. 

During ihe period of the change | 
in the constitution, the declaration | 
said, the president must be given 
power to issue special orders for 
communal and federal administra- 
tion and to direct civil and military 
affairs. 

Karlier today, desiring to im- 
press the councry with the fact that 
he did not intend to set up a mili- 
tary dictatorship, it was said, Mar- 
shal Pilsudski ordered five regi- 
ments to return to their provincial 
garrisons from Warsaw. 

In a proclamation entitled ‘‘the 
first order by the first marshal of 
Poland,’’ he recalls the recent rey- 
olution, in which ‘“‘blood saturated 
the land equally dear to both sides 
in the struggle,’ and then con- 
tinues:

Robinson Declares Edict 
Blow to Enforcement:

INVESTIGATION ASKED 
IN KING RESOLUTION 


Mellon Accepts Responsibility 
for Action; Sargent Upholds 
Authority for Plan.

The storm of criticism against 
President Coolidge’s executive or- 
der respecting employment of State, 
county and municipal officers as 
Federal prohibition agents assumed 
such proportions yesterday that Mr. 
Coolidge finds himself confronted 
with the most united opposition he 
has encountered since he assumed 
the duties of chief executive. The 
developments of the day were: 

First—Secretary of Treasury 
Mellon assumed responsibility for 
the order. 

Second—Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic Jeader, denounced the 
executive order as without warrant 
of law, in a speech in the Senate, 
and characterized it as the worst 
blow which could be dealt to pro- 
hibition enforcement, and the most 
far-reaching disregard for State 
rights that has occurred in the last 
century. No single senator raised 
his voice in defense of the order, 
though the Democratic leader had 
a large audience on both sides of 
the chamber. Incidentally, Mr. 
Robinson came out in favor of a 
nation-wide referendum on the pro- 
hibition question in order that Con- 
gress may be intelligently guided 
by the will of the people. 


Investigation Asked. 


Third-——Senator King introduced 
a resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion of the legality of the executive 
order by the Senate judiciary cqm- 
mittee. 

Fourth—Attorney General Sar- 
gent assumed responsibility for the 
legality of the order, and issued a 
statement explaining the authorities 
upon which he based his opinion. 

Fifth—Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike in the Senate, drys as 
well as wets, continued to voice op- 
position to the President’s action; 
even Senator Wadsworth, chairman 
of the Republican steering commit- 
tee, issuing a statement against it. 

“From one angle I do not fre- 
gret the order,’’ Senator Wadsworth 
said. ‘‘It will teach the public the 
extent to which the Federal goy- 
ernment may attempt to go in its 
grasp for power over the States 
and their subdivisions.”’ 


Mellon Accepts Responsibility. 


While Senator Robinson = was 
speaking in the Senate, Secretary 
Mellon announced at the Treasury 
Hieane he accepted full responsibility 
for the order. He denied it was to 
be. made generally applicable, ex- 
plaining that its chief purpose was 
to legalize an arrangement already 
worked out for the employment of 
deputy sheriffs in California. 

Mr. Mellon said local police 
would be enlisted as prohibition 
officers only upon request of State 
authorities and with the consent of 
the officers themselves. Declaring 
his surprise at the outburst of criti- 
cism which followed promulgation 
of the order, the Secretary indi- 
cated he would not have urged the 
order in the first place had he 
known of the opposition it would 
have stirred up. The Secretary 
feels, however, that inasmuch as 
the present application of the order 
‘is doing no harm,” he proposes 
to stand by it. 


Robinson Criticism Unanswered, 


Senator Robinson began his 
speech at 4:40 p. m., after a 
quorum call which brought in a 
large attendance on both sides of 
the aisle. The Democratic leader 
was restrained in his language and 
disclaimed any intention of desir- 
ing to criticize the President. But 
he spoke frankly and was obvious- 
ly carried away with his own in- 
dignation and convictions. A re- 
markable feature of the proceeding 
was that no Republican leader, no 
administration senator, no 100 per 
cent exponent of the dry cause said 
a word to challenge or dispute any 
of the assertions of Mr. Robinson. 
They listened intently, but Senators 
Borah and Bruce were the only 
ones to interrupt,-and in neither 
case was there any suggestion of 
defending the order.

Right to Restrict Realty 
Sales to Negroes Upheld 


Supreme Court Refuses to Interfere With Agreements, 
Overruling Plea Amendments to Constitution Are 
Violated—Injunction Here Remains in Force. 


The United States Supreme Court 
yesterday refused to interfere with 
agreements among owners of prop- 
erty in white neighborhoods not to 
sell to colored persons. 

The unconstitutionality of such 
agreements was challenged in a suit 
brought by Helen Curtis, colored, to 
force completion of the sale to her 
of a house in the 1700 block of § 
street northwest, owned by Irene 
Hand Corrigan. 

The suit was begun in the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court after the owner 
had refused to sell and then had 
been restrained from doing so by 
an injunction issued by the court 
at the instance of John J. Buckley. 

The injunction was issued on the 
ground that the white owners of 
the property on the street had 
agreed that none should sell to a 
colored person, and which, it was 
said, Mrs, Corrigan signed. 

Mrs. Carrigan declared that when 
she had agreed to sell" her property 
she did not know that the prospec- 
tive purchaser was a colored woman. 

The covenant, the court held, was 


stitutional rights of colored per- 
sons, inasmuch as they had the 
right to enter into similar agree- 
ments to keep white persons or 
other persons deemed undesirable 
out of colored neighborhoods. 

The decision extended the ques- 
tion beyond a mere distinction on 
a basis of color, but extended the 
right to any other group to keep out 
of their community any other per- 
sons deemed undesirable. 

The fight aroused interest which 
extended throughout the country 
because of numerous segregation 
and restrictive laws passed in other 
communities, and was carried to the 
United States Supreme Court on the 
grounds that such covenants vio- 
lated the constitutional rights guar- 
anteed colored persons under the 
fifth, thirteenth and fourteenth 
amendments to the Constitution. 

These contentions, however, were 
overruled in the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court hand- 


ed down yesterday by Justice San- 
ferd.

Retirement for Teachers 
Is Liberalized. Under 
Modified Measure. 


UTILITIES COMMISSION 
PROPOSAL APPROVED

Spurred by the 
early adjournment, the House of 
Representatives yesterday passed 
ten bills affecting the District. It 
was the most fruitful District day 
the House has held this session. - 

Measures passed were: 

A bill creating a new public 
utilities commission, divorced from 
the board of commissioners and in- 
cluding an attorney to be known as 
the ‘“‘people’s counsel.”’ 

A modified bill liberalizing teach- 
ers’ retirement. 

A bill providing for the condem- 
nation of land in accordance with 
the plan of the permanent system 
of highways for the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

A bill providing for,the erec- 


tion of a new police court build- 
ing.

Other Measures. 


Other bills passed provided for 
the creation of a board of chiro- 
practic cxaminers to regulate the 
practice of chiropractors; for the 
abolition of the additional half- 
cent fare now charged passengers 
traveling over the Key bridge by 
the Capital Traction Co., and for 
the widening Harvard street 
near the to Zoological 
park. 

The other three bills passed pre 
vided for removal of the restrictiong 
now placed on the contractural 
rights of married women; for the 
installation of a petroleum pipe line 
from square 704 in Anacostia to the 
Eastern branch: and granted per- 
mission to the Washington Market 
Co. to lay a conduit across Twelfth 
street southwest. 

The Gasque bill providing for 
popular election of the Board of 
Sducation was withdrawn by 
Chairman Ziblman when Repre- 
sentative Underhill, of Massachu- 
setts, threatened to make a point of 
no quorum, 

The bill to regulate the traffie, 
sale and use of milk bottles, cans 
and other containers was laid aside 
on the motion of Representative 
Schaffer, of Wisconsin, who object- 
ed to the search and seizure fea- 
tures of the bill. 

Petty Bills Criticized. 

The ‘milk bottle’ bill precipi- 
tated a spirited and time-consuming 
debate on the merits of the form of 
government in the District. Repre- 
sentative McLaughlin, of Michigan, 
protested that Congress is called 
upon to enact too many small pieces 
of legislation for the District, and 
this sentiment was echoed by sev- 
eral other members. 

Representative Underhill, criti- 
cized the Congress itself for placing 
| obstacles in the way of the House 
| District committee. Introduction of 
the simplest bill, he said, will call 
forth all kinds of complication and 
“everything under the sun will be 
discussed on District day.”’ 

Representative Moore, of Vir- 
ginia, declared that the commissjon 
form of government is the best that. 
‘could be devised for the National 
‘Capital, but he believed the num- 
‘ber of commissioners should be in- 
‘creased from three to five. 

Representative Zihlman, of Mary- 
iand, chairman of the District com- 
mittee. reminded the House that 
there is now pending a joint resolu- 
tion providing for a thorough study 
of the government of the District. 


Zihlnan Gives Report. 


Chairman Zihiman, in his report

Beaverbrook Arrested.in Phil- 
adelphia on New York Wo- 
man’s Charge. 


MANY OTHERS DECLARE 
MAN VICTIMIZED THEM 


Bogus Peer’s Cleverness En- 
abled Him to Make Con- 
siderable Impression. 


‘‘Lord” Cornelius Beaverbrook, 
one time husband of Mrs. Virginia 
Martin, of Washington, claimed as 
their husband by nine other women 
in various cities, and described by 
police as a confidence man of in- 


ternational reputation and activi- 
ties, is in the hands of the police. 

He was arrested in Philadelphia 
yesterday by New York and Phila- 
delphia detectives, in the barber 
shop of a prominent hotel just as 
he left the hands of the barber to 
whom he had described with me- 
ticulous detail just how he wanted 
to be shaved, while the detectives 
waited. 

He was arrested as Robert Whit- 
man, plus many aliases, and taken 
to the Philadelphia police head- 
quarters. New York police had 
sought him out in a fashionable 
New York hotel last week and fol- 
lowed him to Atlantic City Satur- 
day only to pick up his trail a few 
minutes after he had left another 
fashionable hostelry there. 

Police had sought him in Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis, Buffalo, San 
Francisco and St. Louis, and Wash- 
ington police were hoping he might 
come back here. 


Pleads Previous Engagement. 

“But I can’t go with you now,’ 
he protested, when the three de- 
tectives confronted him in the bar- 
ber shop and told him they were 
going to take him to police head- 
Quarters where there were war- 
rants for his arrest. “I have an en- 


gagement here with a lady,’’ he 
explained. 


‘“‘She’ll know where to look for; 


you. Come on,’’ the detectives per- 
suaded. 

A few minutes after their arrival 
a prominent criminal lawyer ap- 
peared, at the command of the 
woman Beaverbrook was to have 
met in the hotel. The lawyer an- 
nounced his intention to seek his 
cliemt’s release through habeas 
corpus proceedings after he had 
been arraigned before Magistrate 
Pennock in police court and held 
without bail once for the New York 
police authorities, and a second 
time on a charge of fleecing Mrs. 
Francis Camp, Ninth: and Walnut 
streets, Philadelphia, of $60,000 in 
jewels. The warrant held by the 
New York detectives charged him 
with swindling Mrs. Rose Burken, 
12@ West 111th street, New York, 
of $125,000 in diamonds. 

Lord Beaverbrook, whose real 
name, police say, is Carl Edwards, 
came to grief following his depar- 
ture from Washington last spring 
after a whirlwind courtship and 
marriage of Mrs. Virginia Martin, 
who was living in the Wardman 
Park hotel, where he also stopped. 

When he left he took with him 
jewelry valued at $650,000 which 
belonged to his bride. Immacu- 
lately dressed, suave and possessed 
of considerable front and nerve, 
Beaverbrook® adopted several sub- 
terfuges to impress Mrs. Martin 
with his genuineness. 

Once he took her to dine dressed 
entirely in white and by his man- 
ner attracted the glances of sey- 
eral persons prominent in social 
and official life, and bowed to them 
with such calm assurance that they 
returned his greeting in spite of 
their doubt. 


Made Impression. 


Another time, while in the din- 
ing room of the Wardman Park 
hotel with Mrs. Martin, Charles 
Evans Hughes entered and Beaver- 
brook, as he was known here, ex- 
cused himself and went over and 


spoke to the former Secretary of 
State. Something he said caused 
Mr. Hughes to laugh. These and 
other things he did, to convince 
Mrs. Martin that he was what he 
pretended to be. 

Valuable jewels were among his 
gifts, and it was these which led 
Mrs. Martin to police headquarters 
sometime after the departure of 
the “lord’’ with $50,000 of jewel- 
ry belonging to her. His gifts, 
worth much less, were selected from 
the jewelry he had stolen from other 
women. 

Beaverbrook was arrested in St. 
Louis charged with marrying and 
robbing a woman there of her jew- 
elry. It was then that nine women 
came forward and claimed him as 
their erstwhile husband and pur- 
loiner of their jewelry. 

His career, police said, began in 
San Francisco, where he married ‘a 
woman and disappeared with her 
money and jewelry. In New York 
he was sentenced to 15 years in 
Sing Sing penitentiary. Paroled, 
he began again the confidence game 
he raised to an art. 

Fifty-one years old, although he 
gave his age yesterday to. Phila- 
delphia police as 38, it was Beaver- 
brook’s vanity which led to his most 
recent capture. ‘ 

*‘Look for this fellow in the bar- 
ber shops,’’ Detective Michael Cur- 
tin, of New York, advised. ‘He 
has to have his hair combed in just 
such a pompadour and he passes 
out $20 tips without turning a 
hair.”’

to the retirement of school teachers 
increases the amount contributed by 
the teacher and likewise the amount 
contributed by the government. 

The bill changing the method of 
condemning land for street and 
highway purposes is regarded by 
the District commissioners as one 
of the most important pieces of 
legislation they have presented Con- 
gress at this session. In recom- 
mending the bill, they pointed out 
that under the existing law the 
District can acquire land only when 
it is dedicated by the owners. or 
when it is made the subject of con- 
demnation proceedings in the pub- 
lic interest. 

Many miles of streets have been 
acquired in this way. However, the 
commissioners pointed out, there 
are a number of proposed streets 
provided by the plan for a perma- 
nent system of highways which can 
not be opened by condemnation or 
dedication under the existing law. 

The obstacle now in the way of 
the commissioners in acquiring land 
is removed by that part of the bill 
passed yesterday which empowers 
the commissioners to pay to the 
owners of the land whatever equi- 
table sum a jury recommends in ex- 
cess of the amount formed by the 
damages, costs and benefits. 

In urging passage of the bill pro- 
viding for a new building to house 
the police court, Representative 
Blanton declared that present con- 
ditions in the police court are 
‘“awful.’’ He described how prison- 
ers are herded into two small rooms 
that are not one-fifth large enough 
to hold them.

Must Be Approved, 


The bill provides that the loca- 
tion of the new courthouse and 
the design shall be approved by the 
fine arts commission, the senior 
judge of the police court and the 
chief justice of the District Supreme 
court. 

The bill to regulate the practice 
of chiropractic in the District of 
Columbiaéprovides for the creation 
of a board of chiropractic exam- 
iners, consisting of three members, 
to be selected by the District com- 
missioners.

METHODS SOUGHT 
BY SUGIAL COUNCIL 


Capital Declared Far Behind 
Other Cities in Fight 
Against Disease. 


SPEAKERS DENOUNCE 
DWELLINGS IN ALLEYS 


Guest Demands Action and 
Not “Talk;” Investigating 
Committee Appointed. 


Washington, so often described 
as the nation’s city beautiful, last 
right was pictured as one of the 
most poorly equipped cities in the 
East for battling against disease, 
at a meeting of 45 prominent Wash- 
ingtonians and members of the 
Washington Council of Social 
Agencies, in the Burlington hotel. 

Five speakers told of the need 
of clinics and hospitals and a larger 
appropriation in the funds of the 
health department, the wiping out 
of alley dwellings and other means’ 
to raise the local health standard 
were cited. 

At a recent meeting of the or- 
ganization, Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, 
of the national research council, 
told the social agencies council of 
the serious hea]th problem in this 
city. He cited the standards of 
other Eastern citfes, saying that 
Baltimore, New York, Norfolk and 
Wilmington far surpassed the Capi- 
tal in the health standing. 


Blames Appropriations. 


Arthur C. Moses, president of the 
council, in opening the meeting, 
repeated Dr. Vaughan’s charges. 
He blamed this low standing on the 
low appropriation and explained the 
working of the council. The health 
committee, he said, was in charge 
of this particular phase of work 
and would conduct the contem- 
plated carrying out of better health 
plans.

New York, May 24 (By A. P.).— 
Joyce Hawley, reputed bathtub girl 
of Earl Carroll’s birthday party, 
will take the stand tomorrow at re- 
sumption of the theatrical produc- 
er’s trial for perjury. 

Carroll is charged with having 
committed perjury before two grand 
juries which were investigating the 
ptrty at his theater. at which it 
had been reported that men guests 
were served liquor by Miss Hawley 
while she was sitting, undraped, in 
a bathtub full of wine. 

The producer told the grand 
jurors that no liquor was served at 
the party and that no one got in, 
fell in, or was pushed into a bath- 
tub. Numerous witnesses since the 
trial started. several of them news- 
paper men, have testified that Miss 
Hawley sat in the tub, without 
clothing, and served drinks from 
the liquor in which she was im- 
mersed, after Carroll himself had 
helped her in and announced that 
‘the line forms on this side.”’ 


Denied Newspaper Story. 


Tt has been testified that permis- 
sion was asked to use the incident 
in a news story and that Carroll 
told the managing editor of the 
Daily Mirror to “go as far as you 
like.”’ Later Carroll denied the 
newspaper story, and when ques- 
tioned told the editor that he made 
the denial because ‘“‘the story {gs 
setting me into trouble,’ it was 
asserted.

Virginia Statute at Odds 
With Coolidge ‘Dry’ Order

Richmond, Va., May 24.—Vir- 
ginia officers will not be among 
those to accept commissions from 
the government at Washington for 
the enforcement of the national pro- 
hibition laws. The code of the Com- 
monwealth, specific in its provisions, 
represents the traditional policy of 
this State, which has always been 
opposed to any control by the Fed- 
eral government, however remote, 
of the officials of State government. 
This is the conclusion of Attorney 
General John R. Saunders, trans- 
mitted by him today to Gov. Bird.

Geneva, May 24 (By A. P.).— 
| To hit at war and hit hard so it will 
not have the slightest chance of get- 
ting very far is the determination 
which markely underlies the pre- 
liminary disarmament studies at 


Geneva. This was especially mani- 
fested today when the delegates 
urged the speeding up of League of 
Nations machinery designed quickly 
to terminate hostilities. 

France failed to induce the com- 
mission to make the project for 
strengthening the league covenant 
an integral part of a future disarm- 
ament conference, but succeeded in 
getting through a strong recom- 
mendation urging the council of 
the league to give immediate con- 
sideration to the plan proposed by 
M. Paul-Boncour, the French dele- 
gate. 

In submitting their plan, the 
French expressed the conviction 
that only the lightning action of 
the council in last winter’s Greco- 
Bulgarian dispute prevented a grave 
war crisis. 


Facilitate Council Meeting. 


The plan invites the council to 
frame regulations that will, first, 
facilitate a meeting of the council 
with the briefest notice in case of 
war or threat of war; second, en- 
able the council to take decisions 
to enforce obligations of the cove- 
nant as swiftly as possible; third, 
permit rapid drafting of recom- 
mendations for military assistance 
to an attacked state once the coun- 
cil shall have decided to make such) 
recommendations; fourth, permit 
the imposing of an armistice on 
belligerents; fifth, arrange im- 
provement of telephonic and tele- 
graphic services of the various 
countries with the league, so that 
the organization can be informed 
instantaneously of war danger any- 
where and, sixth, perfect a system 
that will insure rapid economic and 
financial help to an attacked na- 
tion. 

Asserting that the United States 
wished to do everything possible to 
promote the movement for the limi- 
tation of armaments, Hugh Gibson, 
American delegate, today told the 
commission that his delegation did 
not wish to present any obstacle to 
a discussion of disarmament prob- 
lems which might have League of 
Nations aspects. 

Mr. Gibson said that the Amert- 
cans, of course, would not be able 
to participate in such ‘discussions, 
but would not stand in their way. 

His statement was made in the 
course of a debate over the desira- 
bility of exercising some sort of con- 
trol over the armaments of nations 
participating in the conference, once 
reductions have been agreed upon. 


Regional Pacts Discussed. 


Hugh S. Gibson, the American 
Minister, took a leading part in an- 
other decision when the commission 
voted to ask the experts whether 
regional military, naval and air 
disarmament can be regarded as an 
important step toward general dis- 


rately, provided it were foultrd / 
general disarmament was not im- 
mediately practicable. : The mean- 
ing of the word “‘region,’’ from the 
viewpoint of both security and dis- 
armament, is also puzzling the over- 
pressed experts. 

On the suggestion of Viscount 
Cecil, Great Britain, the commis- 
sion decided to lay bare the poten- 
tial horrors of gas warfare so the 
world may know what may be ex- 
pected in future wars and, by uni- 
versal demand, force all nations to 
abolish it forever. 

Repeated affirmations here that 
great cities like New York, London 
and Paris could be annihilated: by 
aerial gas bombs have given new 
vigor to the crusade against this 
special form of warfare. 


No Naval Paricy Asked. 


Tokyo, May 24 (By A. P.).—The 
Japanese government mage formal 
disclaimer today of any intention of 
proposing any move for armament 
limitation apart from the present 
session of the preliminary disarma- 
ment commission at Geneva. 

A foreign office statement de- 
clared that Geneva reports credit- 
ing Japan with such inclination do 
not in any way reflect the true in- 
tention of the Japanese govern- 
ment. The statement followed re- 
ceipt of Geneva dispatches crediting 
to Japanese circles there the infor- 
ma! suggestion that Japan would 
like to participate in a triangular 
naval conference with the United 
States and Great Britain, in case 
France and Italy could not be per- 
suaded to join such a gathering.

TO ARIZONA DEDICATION 


Meeting With Calles, of Mex- 
ico, Would Also Be 
Arranged. 


IDEA BEING CONSIDERED 


A double invitation was extended 
President Coolidge yesterday to at- 
tend the dedication of the Coolidge 
dam on the Gila river, Arizona, and 
to meet President Calles, of Mexi- 
co, at the international boundary 


point, Nogales, to be arranged at the 
convenience of the President any 
time during late September, October 
or early November. The President 
took the invitation under consid- 
eration. 

The Coolidge dam is a large 
reclamation project approved by 
Congress which takes care’ of a 
large section of Arizona, and pays 
a debt to the Pima Indians in the 
diversion of water over a period of 
years by white settlers. 

The invitation to meet the presi- 
dent of Mexico would parallel the 
visit to the boundary by former 
President Taft when he met Presi- 
dent Diaz at El Paso. 

Senator Ralph Cameron, of Ari- 
zona, personally extended the: invi- 
tation. At the same time he pre- 
sented to the executive a committee | 
representing the governor of his 
State, composed of C. W. Van Dyke, 
Fred T. Colter, H. S. McClusky and 
Harlow Akers, who were here to 
outline to the President the posi- 
tion of Arizona on the Colorado 
river development.

The Na- 
tional Capital has added 90,000 to its popula-

{ime, and in the value of building permits is- 
Sued during April it stood sixth in the list of 
American cities. The growth of the suburbs 
6f Washington:-is a matter of amazement to all 
Observers.

15,000 will of course be exceeded from now on. 
By 1936 the vopulation should be 700,000, ata 
COnservatie estimate. The million mark is 
not far distant. The plans 3% the National 
‘Capital as laid out by L’Enfant contemplated a 
‘city containing 1,000,000 inhabitants. This 
‘plan, regarded as extravagant for many years, 
*is now seen to have been merely far-sighted— 
‘too far-sighted for the average Amefrtran, who 
“does not care to project his ideas too far into 
“the future. Washington would have been 
“much nearer the goal of 1,000,000 if Congress 
‘had not been shortsighted in providing for the 
“city’s needs. It is exceedingly difficult for

“are building for all time when they build the 
‘Nation’s Capital. They are apt to be satisfied 
“with one year’s vision, instead of taking a 
“tong-range view of the necessities of the great 
“city that is rising here.

>. Persons are not old until after they have 
passed 65, according to Dr. Louis I. Dublin, 
sstatistician of one of the large insurance com- 
-panies. Dr. Dublin in an address recently 
pointed out that the number of persons who 
-reach 65 years of age is rapidly increasing and 
sthat there are now in the United States, in a 
spopulation of approximately 114,000,000, 
only 5,500,000 persons who may be classed as 
caged. Of this number New York city has a 
srelatively much smaller proportion of older 
;persons than has New York State or the entire 
-eountry. 

>. It ts well known that the reduction in mor- 
stality during the last generation has been 
sgreater than in any previous generation. The 
‘,yan of life has been materially increased, and 
“it is interesting to note that old persons now

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THE SENATE AND THE FARMERS. 

The debate on farm relief legislation has 
been shifted to the Senate. There is no good 
reason for extended discussion of such heresies 
as those ‘contained in the Haugen bill. The 
House has killed the Haugen bill and will not 
revive it merely to please the Senate. The 
passage by the Senate of a bill containing the 
features of the Haugen bill would be the failure 
of all farm legislation, for both the House and 
the President stand in the way. If by any 
chance a composite should be agreed to, under 
the whip and spur of politics, a veto would 
follow. Senators who are not tied to the farm 
bloc can not afford to get in wrong on this 
issue. They ough: to bear in mind that the 
vast majority of citizens would be taxed for 
the benefit of a minority under the Haugen 
plan, and of course this majority would not 
tamely submit to such injustice. 

No doubt much oratory will be wasted in the 
Senate on the farm relief question. Specches 
must be made for home consumption, and the 
farmers must be convinced that they have 
champions whose bowels yearn for them. 
Fortunately the most urgent legislation is out 
of the way, and if the Senate wishes to become 
superheated during the dog days for the sake of 
currying favor with the farmers, perhaps the 
rest of the country can stand it.

OIL POLLUTION. 
President Coolidge has appointed a delega- 
tion to the preliminary international conference 


of experts on oil pollution of navigable waters 
to meet in this city on June 8. The conference 
is the outrome of a joint resolution approved 
by Congress July 1, 1922, requesting the 
President to call a conference of maritime 
nations with a view to the-adoption of effective 
measures for the prevention of the pollution 
of navigable waters by oil. Ten nations have 
accepted the invitation. 

The increasing use of oil by vessels and the 
discharge of oily mixtures near the coasts of 
maritime nations has caused widespread pol- 
lution. The problem is of vital interest to the 
United States because of the destruction of 
bathing beaches, of property and of marine 
life. 

The problem is of sufficient importance to 
justify an international conference of experts. 
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It doesn’t pay to keep on the go all the time. 
Note how quickly the dollar bill wears out.

THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 


The New York Times has made a canvass of 
the members of the Democratic national com- 
mittee on the question of abrogating the two- 
thirds rule in national conventions, a subject 
that has been a matter of more or less contro- 
versy for many years and which has been es- 
pecially acute since the Baltimore convention 
of 1912. In that year Champ Clark, who re- 
ceived a majority of votes on ten successive 
ballots, was finally beaten for the nomination 
by Woodrow Wilson because of the two-thirds 
rule. In all previous conventions except that 
of 1840, when Van Buren was defeated by Will- 
iam Henry Harrison after he had received a 
majority of the votes, the candidate receiving 
a majority was named on the theory that the 
will of the majority should prevail. 

Since 1912, however, except in 1916, the 
two-thirds rule, coupled with the unit rule, 
has risen to plague and to defeat men who 
might have been nominated if a majority rule 
had obtained. Of course every national con- 
vention is a law unto itself. It makes its own 
rules; but a concerted effort recently has been 
started to have the national committee recom- 
mend the abolition of the rule, and it is not un- 
likely that the convention when it assembles 
will give serious consideration to such a rec- 
ommendation. * 

The canvass made by the New York Times 
disclosed that 21 of the members replying— 
and it seems that a number of them failed to 
answer——favored the abrogation of the rule. 
Seven were opposed and one was noncommnittal. 
This preponderance of sentiment among the 
committeemen who answered the question is 
presumably indicative of the feeling in the 
party generally.

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_ MIGRATORY BIRD PROTECTION. 


The migratory bird conservation bill now 
before the Senate is suppiemental legislation 
to the bird treaty now in effect with Canada 
and necessary to carry out the purposes of 
the treaty. A new and wholly unanticipated 
dang~; threatens the existence of migratory 
wild fowl because of the extraofdinary rapid- 
ity with which fresh water areas and marsh- 
lands are being drained or otherwise destroyed. 


The birds are being crowded into the remain-

food supply is endangered, and for the same | 
reason diseases have developed which have | 


destroyed millions of birds. 


The only possible remedy which will insure 
the perpetuation of the wild-fow] supply and 
the fine sport of wild-fowl hunting is the sav- 
ing of existing marshlands and the restoration, 
when possible, of drained areas, always with 
due consideration for farming values. 

The migratory bird bill now before the 
Senate provides the means to accomplish the 
result. Funds for purchasing the marshlands 
are to be provided by a Federal license fee of 
one dollar imposed on the duck hunters. The 
States require similar fees from those who 
hunt localized game. The hunters are anxious 
to be thus taxed, not only for the sake of their 
sport, but to save from annihilation the splen- 
did species of water fowl which are one of the 
glories of America’s wilds. 

The bill provides for both bird refuges and 
public shooting grounds. Some objection has 
been raised to the latter under the mistaken 
idea that shooting would be permitted on areas 
designated as refuges. This is an error, as 
a reference to the bill will show. Many. 
marshlands will be preserved solely as refuges, 
and no shooting will be permitted at any time 
on any of these sanctuaries. There will, how- 
ever, be other areas which will be open’ for 
three months or so for shooting under proper 
regulations. Whenever it becomes apparent 
for any reason that hunting on any of the 
shooting grounds becomes harmful to the per- 
petuation of the wild fowl, such areas will be 
made refuges and shooting prohibited. 

Sportsmen are giving up existing shooting 


grounds in order that they may be turned into” 


sanctuaries for the welfare of the birds. They 
are to pay the entire cost of this great con- 
servation project. No other class of citizens 
is either giving up anything or paying any- 
thing. All that the sportsmen ask in return 
is that there be insured for the future, from 
the purchases made under the provisions of 
the bill, a reasonable number of areas to which 
the public may have access for shooting. 

The bill is constructive and will accomplish 
its purpose without injury to any interest.

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INTERNATIONAL TRUSTS. 


An agent of the Department of Commerce, 
stationed in Europe, reports the rapid growth 
of international agreements to regulate produc- 
tion and prices—what might be called a Euro- 
pean international extension of the German 
cartel, or trust. Before the world war, it is 
said, many of these international agreements 
existed; but since the war the idea has spread, 
until nearly all producers of leading commod!- 
ties in Europe have agreements as to prices 
and division of territory, or such agreements 
are under way. 

It is said there is an international cartel in 
Europe covering potash, mirror glass and 
artificial silk; while efforts are being made to 
include iron and steel, coal, chemicals, nitrate, 
paper and cotton spinning. 

The prerequisite of any such international 
cartel or combination is national control in 
every country entering the arrangement. With- 
out a national cartel, it is said, there is little 
opportunity for an international cartel. 

The far-reaching effect of such international 
cartels upon production and price regulation 
is obvious. International trusts were never 
contemplated when the United States agreed 
to the antitrust law; but there is a suggestion 
that an international trust or cartel might 
possibly get out of reach of any national anti- 
trust law. Possibly the only check upon the 
perfect dGperation of such an international 
machine to control production and price is 
national legislation affecting imports into a 
country. 

At present it appears that these international 
arrangements are confined to Europe; but it is 
impossible to predict their limitations if the 
United States should become involved in any 
international political or economic scheme. 
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Roland Mackenzie, a Washington lad, has 
taken high golf honors in Scotland.

for power and for irrigation. ~Fur- 
ther, the department reports that 
the Jews now number 130,000, or 
17 per cent of the population, and 
are still improving their relations 
with the elements in the old popu- 
lation that were dissatisfied. It 
would. seem that relatively the 
Jews’ reconstruction of their an- 
cient home compares quite favor- 
ably to other national efforts at re- 
construction follo‘*sing the war. 

A fascinating experiment! Per- 
haps another generation will see 
the full realization in a mechanistic 
world of one of the most poetic 
dreams ever cherished by a wander- 
ing people. j

| Perhaps if the writer had known 
i'that the former George IT of Greece 
| was a cousin of the King of Eng 
land he would not have indulged In 
such cheap sarcasm. 

I can not imagine that this young 
‘prince would have much success in 
America, as he is very quiet and re 
fined, a real gentleman—-not at all 
the type of titled adventurer that 
appeals so much to the people of 
this country. 

I am only a visitor in the United 
States, and what surprises me 
how the papers seize every opportu 
nity to make unpleasant remarks 
about Greeks. The poor Greek 
peasant immigrant makes a very in- 
dustrious citizen, honest and law- 
abiding. I have been following the 
'papers during my stay here and | 
never yet have seen a Greek name 
connected with the enormous 
amount of crimes committed in this 
otherwise virtuous country, and 


there are about 500,000 Greeks in 
| America, 

| Whenever Suropeans accuse 
‘Americans of being crude the latter 
always answer, ‘“‘This is a new coun- 
try;”’ but don’t forget that when 
you came here about 300 years ago 
you brought with you the culture 
of the Old World, with which you 
have been in constant communica- 
tion ever since. 

It was not until 1821 that Greece 
succeeded in throwing off the Turk- 
ish ‘yoke of darkness and slavery, 
which wiped out the brilliant By- 
zantine civilization, so that it was 
necessary for the Greeks to begin 
anew when they finally regained 


is 


their freedom after 500 years. That 
they have made wonderful progress 
in a short time no one will deny. . 

The list of Greeks who are ob- 
taining distinction in all ranks of 
life is already a long one. They 
are not all by any means restaurant 
keepers. Dr. Panas, the famoys 
Paris physician, was a celebrity. So 
was his colleague, Dr. Klados. Jean 
Moreas, also a Greek, although he 
wrote in French, was poet laureate 
of France. , 

Two of your own well-known ad- 
mirals were of Greek blood. 

And what may be of greater in- 
terest to Americans in these ma- 
terialistic days, one of the world's 
greatest financiers, Sir Basil 
Zaharof, the man of mystery, who 
largely financed England during the 
great war, is a pure Greek.

Two North Carolina Girls Win 
Prizes for Essays in 
Church Contest. 


Pensacola, Fla., May 24 (By A. 
P.).—Women of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States won a 
sweeping victory in the general 
assembly here today when the 
church court, by a vote that was al- 
most unanimous, greatly broadened 
opportunities for participation by 
‘women in church affairs. 

The action came on overtures 
from three presbyteries, Enoree in 
South Carolina, Savannah in 
Georgia, and St. John in Florida, 
esking that the general assembly 
reaffirm a deliverance of 1916 
“forbidding women to preach and 
leaving their other activities to 
the discretion of the sessions and 
the consciences _ of consecrated 
Christian women.’ 

Injection of ie woman's ques- 
Zion into the deliberations of the 
Yassembly last Thursday night pre- 
«ipitated debate characterized by 
much emphasis, and its return to 
the floor in regular order today by 
the report of the committee on bills 
mnd overtures was awaiéed with 
intense interest. 


No Opposition in Debate. 

_. The expected contest failed to de- 
velop, and the only opposition to- 
day took the form of a few scatter- 
ing ‘‘noes,’’ so feeble in comparison 
With the thunder of ‘‘ayes’’ that 
they could hardly be heard. No 
voice was raised to debate against 
the recommendation of the commit- 
tee that overtures be granted. 

As Chairman George Summey, of 
New Orleans, completed reading of 
the brief report of the committee 
on bills and overtures recommend- 
ing action in behalf of the women 
of the church, Dr. E. W. McCorke, 
of Rockbridge Baths, Va., moved 
the adoption of the report and made 
an address, paying tribute to the 
work of the women in the church 
and begging greater recognition for 
them. 

J. M. Millard. a ruling elder of 
Greensboro, N. C., declared that the 
question was one matter before the 
‘assembly with which every commis- 
sioner was familiar and suggested 
that nothing was to be gained by 
‘@Wiscussion. He thereupon called for 
the question. 

No record vote was necessary, 
the viva voce vote showing the af- 
firmative in an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

The issue today was brought 
about by the action of the 1925 
general assembly in reaffirming the 
action of the church court on the 
woman’s question as declared by 


‘the general assembly of 1880. This 


deliverance ignored an intervening 
pronouncement of 1916 in which 
the 1880 position was modified with 
church sessions given much more 
‘authority over the question than 
was granted by the 1880 assembly. 

Today’s action restores the po- 
sition prevailing from 1916 to last 
‘year. The church remains consis- 
‘tent in its stand against women 
preaching. 

The assembly declined to take 
over the Montreat Normal school, 
Montreat, N. C., as the assembly’s 
normal school. 

A committee was authorized to 
investigate the question of territo- 
yial lines in Virginia, West Virginia 
and the Synod of Appalachia, this

SCHOOL OR WORK? 


NE of the arguments used 
O against the employment of 
young children is that work 
stunts their growth and harms 
their health. A report made a num- 


ber of years ago in Sweden by Dr. 


C. O. Elfstrom does not sustain that 
opinion on either count. There are 
those who contend that attendance 
on school was harmful’ to health. 
These people call attention to the 
rosy cheeks, bright eyes and pep 
of children in September and the 
pallor, dull eyes and listlessness of 
the-same children in April and say 
that this contrast proves that the 
bad ventilation and uniform over- 
heated, quiet air of the schoolroom 
takes something out of the chil- 
dren. 

However, most of those who 
make this charge against the 
schoolroom say the week-end holi- 
day and the long summer vacation 
bring school children up on a plane 
that is superior to that of the work-

President Coolidge, president of 
the American Red Cross, at 3 
o’clock today will welcome the host 
of delegates at the opening session 
of the second Pan-American Red 
Cross conference, to be held in 
Continental Memorial hall. Dele-

_ That is, back about 30 years ago, 
the hospital did not like the 
guardianship service it was getting 
from the Washington Loan & Trust 
Co., according to Finotti’s testi- 
mony. When he or some one would 
call up or write the bank that a 
Ward needed spending money or 
clothing money, the bank would 
write back and ask why? The 
bank, according to Finotti, had the 
fleld virtually to itself at this time. 
It was necessarily a slow process of 
getting money from the bank, he 
explained. 

"Mr. Fenning was a clerk in the 
pension bureau. In some way or an- 
other, he worked into the field—un- 
der the then Supt, Goddard. The 
hospital took to him like a duck 
takes to water, for whenever Finotti 
or some one else would call Mr. Fen- 
ning and say a ward needed money, 
“it would be there the next day.” 

Thus the practice started and bythe 
time Supt. Richardson came along 
ahd subsequently Dr. W. A. White, 
Mr. Fenning was an institution. Fi- 
notti “supposed” that the three su- 
perintendents together had originat- 
ed 800 cases in which Mr. Fenning 
was suggested as guardian; “in the 
neighborhood of 300 of them Span- 
ish and civil war veterans, and 300 
veterans’ bureau men.” 

_ But, Finotti emphasized, the hos- 
pital would never take the initiative 
if the ward had any relatives with 
whom it could get in touch. He 
agreed that Mr. Fenning was the 
only fiduciary in this vicinity who 
ever had access to the records at 
the hospital. 

‘Mrs. Finotti, the next witness 
called, substantiated this part of her 


gested that she assumed that had 
anyone else aside from Mr. Fenning 
asked for access to the records he 
would have got it. This was when 
Mr. Blanton said he was “greatly 
disappointed’’ at their testimony. 


Checks Discussed. 


Finotti, an aged man and hard 
of hearing, gave his’ testimony 
with considerable enthusiasm, and 
chuckled and patted defense coun- 
sel on the back as he left the stand. 

William H. Hayden, another vet- 
eran employe of the institution, 
who testified before the House Dis- 
trict subcommittee that he had seen 
Mr. Fenning give Finotti checks 
any number of times and that the 
general impression at the hospital 
was that he “was getting a rake- 
off’’ was called. 

Discussing the nature of the 
checks now admitted to have been’ 
given Finotti, Hayden testified he 
recalled Finotti having said: ‘‘They 
come just in time; I’ve overdrawn 
my bank account.”’ 

There was considerable discus- 
sion as to whether Hayden should 
be permitted to testify concerning 
the files of records over which he 
is custodian, being broken open. 
Defense counsel objected on the 
gfrounds that the testimony had no 
bearing on Mr. Fenning. The mat- 
ter was held pending. 

Mrs. Lee, speaking in a tremb- 
ling voice and her frail body 
aquiver all the while, testifled that 
the first she knew of the where- 
abouts of her boy after he disap- 
peared from home was a_ letter 
from Mr. Fenning to some one in 
her home town, Grundy, Va. - She 
was given the impression that it 
was necessary for her to sign the 
papers which Mr. Fenning for- 
warded in order that she could see 
her boy, she testified.

Qualified as Guardian. 


Two years ago she qualified as 
a guardian and then started a 
round of correspondence between 
Mr. Fenning, herself and other 
parties. C. Bascom Slemp, former 
secretary to the President, even 
took part. First one reason and 
then another was cited—somehow 
she just could not seem to place 
her hands on all the machinery 
that seemed to be involved in hav- 
ing the guardianship transferred. 
So she came to Washington to be 
near her boy, she said. She took 
up a residence near the hospital. 
After that, she was the real guar- 
dian, giving him the attention that 


ton developed. The hospital would 
permit her to have him all day and 
she cooked meals for him in her 
home and took him for street car 
ridés, bought him dainties and 
otherwise tried to bring life into 


When Mr. Blanton asked her if 


the several hundred dollars paid to 


Mr. Fenning would not have ‘‘meant 
much’’ to her, defense counsel ob- 
jected.

Rogers took the case, but subse- 
quently he wrote Mrs. Lee, accord- 
ing to the letter read, saying that 
inasmuch as she had gone to see 
Mr. Blanton, .and Mr. Blanton in 
turn had spoken uncomplimentary 
of both Mr. Rogers and Mr. Fen- 
ning, he would drop the case. 

Whereupon, the Texan recited 
exultantly, he took Mrs, Lee down 
to the traction company’s office and 
they settled without the services of 
a lawyer. At this juncture one of 
the defense counsel remarked sar- 
castically in sotto voce that Mr. 
Blanton was guilty of “prosecuting 
a claim against the government,” 
while another one objected, saying 
the Texan’s recitation was nice for 
his constituents, but he did not 
want it connected up with his 
client. 

At the morning session Mr. Blan- 
ton introduced the cases of Isaac P.

Here 
in the District we think congress- 
men the lowest form of animals 
alive.”’ 

Counsel Defended. 


Representative Moore, of Vir- 
ginia, arose in defense of Mr. 
Millan, and Representative Celler, 
of New York, in defense of the chief 
defense counsel. Mr. Blanton in- 
sisted that he was not attacking 
either of the men and considered 
them very ‘distinguished,’ but he 
thought he had a right to bring 
these matters to the attention of his 
colleagues. Around the chief de- 
fense cottmsel, Mr. Blanton and Mr. 
Celler vied with each other as to 
who would say he was the most dis- 
tinguished. Then Representative 
King, of Illinois, arose and asked 
why the Texan did not point out 
that the reason the counsel was so 
distinguished was because he had 
spies in every government depart- 
ment here. 

The Texan insisted that he did 
not want to go into that, however, 
asserting he had to work across the 
table from the counsel in question. 
About Mr. Millan he cited a case 
in which the attorney had appeared 
and tagcen an exactly opposite stand 
from the one he is now taking in 
Mr. Fenning’s self-bonding prac- 
tice. 

Calls it Noteworthy. 


A lawyer is expected to do that, 
of course, the Texan said, but he 
thought it noteworthy in the in- 
terest of the case he has against 
the commissioner. 

Mr, King declared that not only 
has the chief defense counss] got 
the elaborate organization of spies, 
but he “controls the newspapers 
here.’’ 

Representative Montague, of Vir- 
ginia, member of the judiciary sub- 
committee, said he was convinced 
the Texan had no other purpose 
of bringing the matter up in the 
House than to influence the com- 
mittee members—but he was not 
going to let anything in the world 
iafluence him. 

Representative Schafer, of Wis- 
consin, said it was all very well 
for the equanimity which the mem- 
bers were displaying, but he con- 
sidered the local situation a “sorry 
speetacle.”” He referred not only 
to Mr. Fenning, but to Commis- 
sioner Ru‘olph’s business connec- 
tions, 

The committee will not meet 
again until tomorrow, and then is 
likely to have a morning session. 
In the meantime, members who are 
interested in the proceedings 
against the commissioner are work- 
ing with a view to giving Repre- 
sentative Blanton assistance. The

EOTIMATED AT 020,000 


Census Bureau Figure Places 


Washington Thirteenth in 
Size in Country. 


BUFFALO IS JUST AHEAD 


Washington is coming up in the 
world. According to population 
estimates released yesterday by the 
Department of Commerce, by July 
1, the Nation’s Capital will stand 
the thirteenth largest city in the 
country, with a population of 
528,000. : 

The estimates were prepared by 
the bureau of census and are based 
on the assumption, in most cases, 
that the annual increase of popula- 
tion since the census of 1920 has 
been the same as the average 
annual increase between 1910 
and 1920. 

According to the estimates the 
“select fourteen”’ and their popula- 
tion will stand: New York, 5,924.,- 
000; Chicago, 3,048,000; Philadel- 
phia, 2,008,000; Detroit, 1,290,000; 
Cleveland, 960,000; St. Louis, 830.,- 
000; Baltimore, 808,000; Boston, 
787,000; .Pittsburgh, 637,000; Los 
Angeles (1920 population, no esti- 
mate for July 1), 576,000; San 
Francisco, 567,000; Buffalo, 544.- 
000; Washington, 528,000, and 
Milwaukee, 517,000. 

Although the bureau estimation 
of the Capital’s number differs from 
the number named in the police 
census in November (472,052), it is 
considered as a definite indication 
that Washington thas passed the 
500,000 mark.

Only the prompt arrival home 
after a night of duty at the precinct 
by Mr. Leich saved his family from 
death, physicians say. Leich called 
for his wife on entering the home, 
but heard no response. Investigat- 
ing, he found her lying unconscious 
in bed. His daughter Mary was 
lying on the floor in great pain, 
while his son, Lyman, jr., was in 
the throes of a spasm on the kitch- 
en floor. 

Leich immediately called the 
Casualty hospital ambulance, but 
before its arrival was rendered un- 
conscious by the fumes, which, it is 
believed, escaped from pipes carry- 
ing illuminating gas to a hot-water 
heater. After the victims were 
bruoght back to consciousness they 
were put to bed. 


SYSTEM EXPLAINED 


Brennan Says Two Levies Are 
Not Duplicates, but Part 
of One Cost. 


In connection with the project- 
ed resurfacing of Second street 
northeast, from T street to Rhode 
Island avenue, with asphalt, Roland 
Brennan, chief clerk of the engin- 
eering department of the District 
government, yestegday explained 
that it and similar undertakings 
involve no duplication of special 
assessments. 

“Sometimes we receive com- 
plaints when a second special as- 
sessment is levied, from property 
owners who think they have been 
taxed twice within five years to pay 
for a pavement. 

“This is due to our method of 
laying pavements. We prolong the 
life of pavements by laying the con- 
crete base first and letting traffic 
use it for five years before we put 
on the top coating of asphalt. 
There are two assessments, but to- 
gether they equal the sum of the 
one assessment if we did all the 
work at one time, instead of letting 
the five years intervene.’’

ORDER AGAINST SALE 
OF SHIPS IS DENIED 


Dollar to Get Boats From 
Shipping Board and 


Fleet Corporation. 


The application of the Puget 
Sound Oriental Line and its organ- 
izers, of Seattle, Wash., for a re- 
straining order against the United 
States Shipping Board and the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation to 
prevent the sale of five President 
type boats, now on the Pacific, to 
the Admiral Oriental Line, con- 
trolled by R. Stanley Dollar, was 
denied yesterday by Chief Justice 
Walter I. McCoy, in equity court. 
The rule against the board and the 
Fleet Corporation and against Mr. 
Dollar and his line was discharged. 

Mr. Dollar bid $4,500,000 for the 
five boats which are now operated 
as the American Oriental Line out 
of Seattle. The Puget Sound Line 
offered more than $4,600,000, but 
the board contended that this bid 
was received too late. 

Mr. Dollar’s bid was accepted, 
but the Puget Sound Line. con- 
tended that because of an alleged 
“side understanding’ between Mr. 
Dollar and the board the court 
should prevent the transfer of the 
ships. The Puget Sound Line also 
charged that it was not furnished 
with the changed specifications in 
the bids in time to compete with 
Mr. Dollar, but the board denied 
this allegation. 


; Slander Suit Lost. 


George T. Powell, who sued En- 
nis M. Nichols, official of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., for $20,-

failed to collect anything yesterday 
when a jury in circuit court brought 
in a verdict for Nichols.

Because the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co 
recently replaced center poles with 
side poles at the northern extremity 
of the line, near Walter Reed hos- 
pital, it was agreed that future re 
placements, beginning near W 
street, should be of side pole con 
struction. ; 

The Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. was granted the right to 
withdraw its motorbus service from 
Alabama and Nicholas avenues 
southeast to Blue Plains. 

The Burleith Citizens associa- 
tion’s petition to order the bus
